WASHINGTON <AP) — The 
government said today that its 
index of leading economic in­ 
dicators m arked its biggest in­ 
crease in six months during 
January, signaling a more rob 
ust economic growth ahead. 


The Com merce D epartm ent 
said its composite index com ­ 
prised of a dozen individual 
economic statistics selected for 
their capacity to foresee eco­ 
nomic developm ents rose by 2.2 
per cent in January. 


That was the biggest increase 
since a 2 5 per cent Jump in 
July and ended five months of 
virtual stagnation in the index

Recently our new Secretary of Defense, Mr. Donald 
Rumsfeld, and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
General George Brown, appeared before the House 
Armed Services Committee to warn that military trends 
are running against the United States. Unless these 
trends are reversed by an increased investment in the 
defense establishment, said Rumsfeld, we may suffer 
disastrous consequences. 
Since this was the Administration’s annual report to 
the Congress on the world military balance of power, one 
might expect it to rate front page attention in most 
newspapers. Not so in the eyes of the nation’s leading 
newspaper, the NEW YORK TIMES. The TIMES editors 
reacted to the story by burying it on page 34 of the second 
section where, no doubt, they hoped the smallest number 
possible of their readers might be exposed to such un­ 
pleasantness. 
The TIMES treatment of the Soviet military threat to 
the United States stands in the most grotesque contrast 
with the attention given to the alleged “threats” to 
American liberties posed by the FBI, CIA, and other 
agencies struggling to keep up with the machinations of 
their communist counterparts. If Brezhnev and Co. 
prevail, and something akin to the KGB finally comes to 
dominate American life, how much liberty will there 
then be — for anyone? 
The steadily worsening U.S- Soviet military balance 
makes this question anything but academic. "Detente 
notwithstanding,” said General Brown, "the ever 
growing military power of the Soviet Union is the most 
challenging military threat to our security.” And 
Rumsfeld warned that "the future adequacy of our force 
structure is gradually declining” because of the in­ 
creasing Soviet military momentum. 
The Administration is calling for a very modest in­ 
crease of $9 billion in the defense budget to $100.1 billion. 
After allowing for inflation this represents only 2 per cent 
real growth in the military program. Even so, anti­ 
defense Congressmen are working to cut the request by 
$5 billion to $6 billion. 
"If we falter or fail,” said Rumsfeld, "there is no other 
power to take our place.” That message is not getting 
across to the American people.

It took from the dawn of time 
until 1830 to assemble the ear­ 
th’s first billion human beings. 
But it took only 100 years for the 
next billion. And then only 30 
years for the third 
That was in 1960. In the 15 
years since then, we have 
gathered the fourth billion, and 
10 years hence will bring the 
fifth billion. 
By the end of this cen­ 
tury-barring some worldwide,

figure: At the present rate of

growth, the gap

they produce will rise from the 
present 25 million tons a year to 
an annual deficit of 85 million 
tons by 1985, only 10 slim years 
away. 
Obviously, the world needs 
more food and needs it quickly. 
The United States has embarked 
on a program to increase its 
output to the maximum and in 
the last two years has expanded 
its grain acreage from 144 
million acres to 187 million 
acres. 
But even with the all-out ef­ 
forts of American farmers, the 
U.S. cannot make up the deficit 
alone. Ironically—but also 
giving cause for hope—it is the 
nations with the most rapidly 
growing food deficits which alto 
possess the greatest capacity for 
increased production, says Keel. 
The developing nations have 
the largest amounts of unused 
land and water. While they now 
have 35 per cent more land in 
grain production than the 
developed nations, they produce 
20 per cent less on this land. 
"In short,’’ says Keel, "the 
largest growth in world food 
production can-and must-take 
place in the countries of chronic 
deficit.” 
This 1m s been the impetus 
behind 24 food production 
conferences which IMC, the 
world’s largest producer of 
fertilizers, has been sponsoring 
in Asia ami Latin America since

University School of Medicine 
can be as tedious as filUag a 
federal income tax statemen- 
t— the long form. But if your 
legal residence is not the state of 
Missouri, you might as well not 
bother. 
Out-of-state applicants now 
receive "a blanket rejection'’ 
from the medical school ad­ 
missions committee unless they 
can show very close state ties, 
Daniel 
Overack, 
a 
com­ 
mitteeman since 1964, said. 
With 
the state facing 
a 
shortage of medical manpower, 
especially in rural areas, 
legislators have criticized the 
University in past years for 
accepting non-residents while 
rejecting or placing on a waiting 
list 
qualified 
Missouri 
ap­ 
plicants. 
That is no longer the case. But 
there is another problem. Many 
metical school graduates leave 
the state to complete residency 
requirements and do not return 
to practice in Missouri. 
Dr. Charles Lobeck, dean of 
the medical school, agrees the 
metical school should provide 
health services to the state. 
"We work to make it at­ 
tractive for our graduates to 
practice here in Missouri,” he 
said, "bin they are free to go to 
whatever state they wish.”

WASHINGTON- Howard R. 
Hughes, 
the 
phantom 
billionaire, has been out of 
public sight for so long that the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
may move to declare him 
legally dead. 
Several federal agents, who 
have 
followed 
Hughes’ 
movements, believe he IS dead. 
As far back as Feb. 18,1972, one 
agent declared in a speculative 
memo: 
"It is my belief that Howard 
Hughes died in Las Vegas in 1970 
and that key officials in charge 
of running his empire concealed 
this fact at the time in order to 
prevent 
a 
catastrophic 
dissolution of his holdings. ’ ’ 
The memo suggests that a 
"double" could easily have been 
substituted for the real Howard 
Hughes, since almost no one 
outside the recluse's inner circle 
has seen him in years. "The 
double no doubt has been 
schooled in Hughes’ speech, 
mannerisms 
and 
ec­ 
centricities,” the memo con­ 
jectures. 
A pattern -of “complete 
isolation” was established, with 
"only a few trusted servants" 
having 
direct 
access 
to 
Hughes, 
notes the memo. The 
next step, it suggests, was to 
move the supposed imposter "to 
a friendly foreign country. ” This 
would be necessary, in the 
agent’s opinion, "to obviate the 
possibility of a • government 
intrusion by search warrant ” 
The danger of exposing the 
masquerade 
would 
have 
lessened, adds the memo, "with 
the passage of time and the 
double’s isolation from any 
outsiders who knew the real 
Hughes.” 
This scenario has not been 
dismissed in Washington as 
complete 
fantasy. 
Other 
government investigators also 
suspect 
that 
the 
eccentric 
billionaire 
may be 
dead, 
although they lack conclusive 
proof that 
he is either dead or 
alive. 


Spokesmen for the $2 billion 
Hughes financial empire call the 
speculation preposterous. They 
contend that the elusive Hughes 
is quite alive, sound in both body 
and mind. He is now residing, 
they say, at the Princess Hotel 
in Acapulco. 
The government has a deep 
interest in Hughes' welfare. If 
he has departed this world 
unannounced, someone owes the 
Treasury tens of millions of 
dollars in estate. taxes. Those 
responsible for the hoax would 
also be subject to prosecution. 
For them, too, the stakes 
would be high. As the memo 
points out: "The power and 
financial benefits innuring to 
any group in control of a $2 
bullion empire are manifest. The 
opportunities for the siphoning 
off of hundreds of millions of 
dollars are a l« obvious. ” 
Alarmed over this possibility, 
House 
Monetary 
Affairs 
Chairman Ben Rosenthal, D - 
N.Y., has privately urged the 
IRS "to determine whether 
Howard Hughes still exists. ” 
The IRS is reluctant to compel 
a 
showdown with Hughes 
without ‘‘reasonable’’ evidence 
of fraud. But if the billionaire 
refused to meet personally with 
IRS agents to prove he is alive, a 
case could be made to declare 
him legally dead. 
Our associate Bob Owens has 
spent several weeks, mean­ 
while, 
tracing 
Hughes’ 
movements during the past six 
years. Here are the key Findings. 
-Sheriff Ralph 
Lamb in­ 
vestigated Hughes’ sudden 
disappearance 
from 
Las 
Vegas on Thanksgiving eve 
1970. The investigation led to Dr. 
Harold L. Feikes, who had been 
summoned to Hughes’ pen­ 
thouse the previous month to give 
him blood transfusions. The 
doctor warned that if Hughes 
had been taken anywhere except 
an intensive care unit, las life 
could be in danger, the sheriff 
told us. Erikas refused to com­ 
ment. 
- At the time Hughes left Las 
Vegas, he had seen no one 
outside his tight personal circle 
for more than a decade. During 
the nest several months, a man 


year medical students who 
began in August 1974 have 
grown up in rural areas of the 
state or In towns of less than 
20,000 population.

-In September 1972, Hughes 
met with New York stockbroker 
Julie Sedlmayr and attorney I. 
Courtney Ivey about a stock 
deal. 
Significantly,

Commission demanded proof 
that Hughes was really alive. 
The two men filed affidavits 
about the meeting and a 
Treasury handwriting expert 
a u th e n tic a te d 
H u g h es’ 
signature 
on

documents. Sedlmayr and Ivey 
told us Hughes was mentally 
alert 
-Despite his fabulous wealth, 
Hughes has managed to get off 
without paying federal income 
taxes year after year. Sources 
with access to his tax returns 
tell us, however, that once in the 
1960s he was stuck with a $7 
million tax liability. We have 
established that in some years, 
at least, Hughes didn’t sign his 
own tax returns.

Demand Strong Voice: 
Caucuses push for Black 
power in naming Democratic 
presidential candidate 
WASHINGTON 
— 
There 
actually 
are 
some 
usually 
realistic black leaders who see 
themselves walking into the 
Democratic national convention 
with a powerful bloc of 750 
cheering black delegates. With 
such a'contingent they couldn’t 
lose a fight in Madison Square 
Garden. 
There are other black leaders 
who talk more practically of “at 
least two or three hundred.” If 
they are even remotely right, 
they'll have an unexpected and 
disciplined force without which 
no hopeful can grab the 
nomination. And they aren’t 
committed to any candidate, 
though at first their drive to cut 
down Gov. George Wallace in 
Florida’s March 9 primary gave 
Jimmy Carter’s forces a chance 
to claim well organized black 
support not only in that state but 
for the presidential nomination 
itself. 
But in the words of H arlan’s 
Congressman Charles Rangel, 
ex-Congressional Black Caucus 
chqjrman: “No member of foe, 
Congressional Black Caucus, 
including those of us that may 
be in Florida, have made a 
commitment to Jimmy C arta 
or any other candidate beyond 
this primary effort.” And foe 45- 
year-old Representative from 
Manhattan, in the heart of which 
thetuznultucui convention will be 
held, is mighty firm on this 
point. 
Rangel says foe drive is for as 
many 
black delegates 
as 
possible. That’s all. For the 
moment that appears enough. 
The Caucus created a National 
Task Force - but not until it 
consulted with other influential 
black Democrats in and out of 
office. 


Two long conferences were 
held recently 
here and in 
Atlanta. 
The 
Caucus 
has 
selected 25 "target states.” Of 
these 16 “are of critical im­ 
portance,” according to Rangel. 
These 
include 
Alabama, 
California, 
Florida, 
Illinois, 
Indiana, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
These will be "worked” with 
everything foe black strategists 
have. 
The 
Caucus 
is 
crisscrossing the operations and 
often coopaating with the Ad 
Hoc committee of the Caucus of 
Black Democrats which itself is 
calling a mass conference in 
Charlotte, N.C., probably under 
the leadership of New York’s 
Basil Pattason, Democratic 
National 
Committee 
vice 
chairman. 
Pattason will open that one 
beginning April 30 to May 2. But 
it’s not to be confused with foe 
Congressional 
Black Caucus 
which has its organizers out in 
the nation’s “central cities.” In 
turn neither of these caucuses 
are to be confused with the 
powerful AFL-CIO COPE black 
committee. 
AU three are independent, 
though organized labor and foe 
Congressional Black Caucus are 
attempting to w ok old a 
common plan for a federal job 
guarantee Mil. They've been 
brought together by Wisconsin’s 
Congressman Henry Reuss and 
Sen. Hubat Humphrey, acting 
f^r foe white liberate. The la tta 


had 
been alarmed by the 
previously sharp differences 
which 
were 
splitting 
the 
Congressional Blade Caucus and 
the AFL-CIO. 
They’ve had a series of closed 
sessions in an attempt to con­ 
form their views on H R- 50 
which would guarantee a job to 
everyone who wants to work. 
Meanyltas opined that some 
of the proposals, originally

into

by 
California’s 
Black Caucus 
member Gus Hawkins, were 
impractical. Such as giving a 
citizen foe right to sue foe 
government for a job if he or she 
were unemployed.

minorities 
and 
encouraging 
v ota turnout, so as to maximize 
black 
influence 
in 
the 
primaries.” 
The black national task force 
has technical assistance squads 
going into the 16 key states of 
"critical importance.” It is 
Basil Patterson who’s talking of 
getting 25 per cent of the con­ 
vention delegates for the black 
bloc. Rangel speaks only of 
getting out the votes in the huge 
megalopolises though among 
the special "16” states are 
Georgia and the Carolinas.

THE 1976 MILITARY 
POSTURE STATEM ENT 
Recently our new Secretary of Defense, Mr. Donald 
Rumsfeld, and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
General George Brown, appeared before the House 
Armed Services Committee to warn that military trends 
are running against the United States. Unless these 
trends are reversed by an increased investment in the 
defense establishment, said Rumsfeld, we may suffer 
disastrous consequences. 
Since this was the Administration’s annual report to 
the Congress on the world military balance of power, one 
might expect it to rate front page attention in most 
newspapers. Not so in the eyes of the nation’s leading 
newspaper, the NEW YORK TIMES. The TIMES editors 
reacted to the story by burying it on page 34 of the second 
section where, no doubt, they hoped the smallest number 
possible of their readers might be exposed to such un­ 
pleasantness. 
The TIMES treatment of the Soviet military threat to 
the United States stands in the most grotesque contrast 
with the attention given to the alleged "threats” to 
American liberties posed by the FBI, CIA, and other 
agencies struggling to keep up with the machinations of 
their communist counterparts. If Brezhnev and Co. 
prevail, and something akin to the KGB finally comes to 
dominate American life, how much liberty will there 
then be — for anyone? 
The steadily worsening U S- Soviet military balance 
makes this question anything but academic. "Detente 
notwithstanding,” said General 
Brown, "the ever 
growing military power of the Soviet Union is the most 
challenging military threat to our security.” And 
Rumsfeld warned that "the future adequacy of our force 
structure is gradually declining" because of the in­ 
creasing Sov iet military momentum 
The Administration is calling for a very modest in­ 
crease of $9 billion in the defense budget to $100 1 billion 
After allowing for inflation this represents only 2 per cent 
real growth in the military program. Even so, anti­ 
defense Congressmen are working to cut the request by 
$5 billion to $6 billion. 
"If we falter or fail,” said Rumsfeld, "there is no other 
power to take our place.” That message is not getting 
across to the American people. There is too much of the 
NEW YORK TIMES mentality: bury it.

T H E MEANING 
O F W ORDS 
Newspapermen, probably more than most folks, give a 
great deal of attention to the meaning of words After all, 
words are the tools of our profession; and if we are to be 
understood at all by our readers, the words we use must 
accurately reflect what we mean to say. 
But, let’s face it; it is becoming more and more dif­ 
ficult to find words which mean the same thing to 
everyone; or, to put it another way, more and more 
words in our vocabulary have degenerated to the point 
where any given word may mean a dozen different things 
to a dozen different people.

malcontents of all countries. The availability of this

"revolution” we mean something that is a great advance 
forward, then Marxism- Leninism is a giant step back­ 
ward.

It took from the dawn of Ume 
until 1830 to assemble the ear­ 
th’s first billion human beings 
But it took only 100 years for the 
next billion And then only 30 
years for the third 
That was in i960 In the 15 
years since then,

10 years hence will bring the 
fifth billion. 
By the end of this cen 
tury—barring some worldwide, 
depopulating catastrophe •

reiterated again by S T Keel, 
senior vice president of Inter 
national Minerals & Chemical 
Corp (IMC), keynoting the 11th 
Latin 
American 
Food 
Production 
Conference 
held 
recently in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico 
He 
cited 
another 
dismal 
figure 
At the preaent rate of 
population 
growth, 
the gap 
between 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
developing nations and the grain 
they produce will rise from the 
present 25 million tons a year to 
an annual deficit of 85 million 
tons by 1985. only 10 slim years 
away. 
Obviously, the world needs 
more food and needs it quickly 
The United States has embarked 
on a program to increase its 
output to the maximum and in 
the last two years has expanded 
its grain acreage from 144 
million acres to 167 million 
acres 
But even with the all-out ef­ 
forts of American farmers, the 
U S cannot make up the deficit 
alone 
Ironically—but 
also 
giving cause for hope- it is the 
nations with the most rapidly 
growing food deficits which also 
possess the greatest capacity for 
increased production, says Keel. 
The developing nations have 
the largest amounts of unused 
land and water While they now 
have 35 per cent more land in 
grain production than the 
developed nations, they produce 
20 per cent lees on this land. 
"In short," says Keel, "the 
largest growth in world food 
production can and must take 
place in the countries of chronic 
deficit " 
This has been the impetus 
behind 24 food production 
conferences which IMC, the 
world's 
largest 
producer of 
fertilizers, has been sponsoring 
in Asia and Latin America since 
1966 That and the fact that of all 
the 
variables 
involved 
in 
agriculture, fertilizer is the 
single moat important short 
term input 
for increasing 
production 
Nothing else can 
boost crop yields as swiftly, 
economically and effectively 
While 
leading fgpires 
in 
governm ent, 
industry 
and 
science 
have 
attended 
the 
conferenceagnd traded ideas on 
new tools and techniques to 
increase food production, from 
computer 
crop 
planning 
to 
chemical growth regulators to 
plant 
genetics, 
no 
problem 
amenable to practical solution is 
i 


too small. 
At 
one 
conference, 
forexample, two hours were 
spent determining what kind of 
burlap should be used for fer­ 
tilizer bags 
This was very 
important because in that part 
of the world burlap bags have 
reuse applications like clothing 
and bed coverings The after use 
value of the bags made fertilizer 
more attractive to local far­ 
mers. and this stimulus to 
fertilizer 
purchases 
helped 
increased food production 
The world now finds itself 
precariously balanced between 
what it grows and what it eats It 
may, indeed, turn out, says 
Keel, that for a variety of 
reasons -politics, wars, general 
economic stupidity—the world 
will not be properly fed 
"But we cannot accept that 
from our present vantage point 
If we keep pressing the belief 
that it can be done, that the 
world can be fed adequately and 
nutritionally, we will find more 
ways and enough strength to do 
it

movements, believe he IS dead 
As far back as Feb 18. 1972, one 
agent declared in a speculative 
memo: 
"It is my belief that Howard 
Hughes died in Las Vegas in 1970 
and that key officials in charge 
of running his empire concealed 
this fact at the time in order to 
prevent 
a 
catastrophic 
dissolution of his holdings " 
The memo suggests that a 
"double" could easily have been 
substituted for the real Howard 
Hughes, since almost no one 
outside the recluse's inner circle 
has seen him in years "The 
double 
no doubt 
has 
been 
schooled in Hughes 
speech, 
m annerism s 
and 
ec­ 
centricities.'' 
the memo con 
jecturea 
A 
pattern of 
"com plete 
isolation’ was established, with 
"only a few trusted servants” 
having 
direct 
access 
to 
Hughes, 
notes the memo The 
next step, it suggests, was to 
move the supposed imposter "to 
a friendly foreign country " This 
would he necessary, in the 
agent s opinion, "to obviate the 
possibility of a government 
intrusion by search warrant " 
The danger of exposing the 
m asquerade 
would 
have 
lessened, adds the memo, "with 
the passage of time and the 
double's 
isolation 
from any 
outsiders who knew the real 
Hughes ” 
This scenario has not been 
dismissed tn Washington as 
com plete 
fantasy.

Spokesmen for the $2 billion 
Hughes financial empire call the 
speculation preposterous They 
contend that the elusive Hughes 
is quite alive, sound in both body 
and mind He is now residing, 
they say. at the Princess Hotel 
in Acapulco 


The government has a deep 
interest in Hughes welfare If 
he has departed this world 
unannounced, someone owes the 
Treasury tens of millions of 
dollars in estate taxes Those 
responsible for the hoax would 
also be subject to prosecution 


For them, too, the stakes 
would be high As the memo 
points out: 
"The power and 
financial benefits innuring to 
any group in control of a $2 
billion empre are manifot The 
opportunities for the siphoning 
off of hundreds of millions of

Alarmed over this possibility,

The IRS is reluctant to com pel

of fraud But if the billionaire 
refused to meet personally with 
IRS agents to prove he is alive, a 
case could be made to declare 
him legally dead

that Hughes was really alive. 
The two men filed affidavits 
about 
the 
meeting and a 
Treasury 
handwriting expert 
a u th e n tic a te d 
H u g h e s’

documents Scdlmayr and Ivey 
told us Hughes was mentally 
alert 
-Despite his fabulous wealth, 
Hughes has managed to get off 
without paying federal income 
taxes year after year. Sources 
with access to his tax returns 
tell us, however, that once in the 
1960s he was stuck with a $7 
million tax liability We have 
established that in some years, 
at least, Hughes didn’t sign his 
own tax returns

There are other black leaders 
who talk more practically of "at 
least two or three hundred " If 
they are even remotely right, 
they'll have an unexpected and 
disciplined force without which

nomination 
And they aren't 
committed to any candidate, 
though at first their drive to cut 
down Gov. George Wallace in 
Florida's March 9 primary gave 
Jimmy Carter's forces a chance 
to claim well organized black 
support not only in that state but 
for the presidential nomination 
itself 
But in the words of Harlem 's 
Congressman Charles Rangel, 
ex-Congressional Black Caucus 
ctuyrman "No member of the 
Congressional 
Black Caucus, 
including those of us that may 
be 
in Florida, have made a 
commitment to Jimmy Carter 
or any other candidate beyond 
this primary effort " And the 45- 
year-old Representative from 
Manhattan, in the heart of which 
the tumultuous convention will be 
held, is mighty firm on this 
point. 
Rangel says the drive is for as

delegates 
as 
possible. That’s all 
For the 
moment that appears enough 
The Caucus created a National 
Task Force - but not until it

The birth control p ills being 
withdrawn are Oracon, made 
by Mead-Johnson and Co.; Or- 
tho-Nov u m SQ, by Ortho Phar­ 
m aceu tical; and Norgu ans, by 
Sy ntes Laboratories, FDA an­ 
nou nced Wednesday . 
The sequ ential p ills are u sed 
by an estimated 5 to 10 p er 
cent of the 10 million American 
women who take oral con­ 
tracep tiv es. 
Sequ ential 
oral 
con­ 


tracep tiv es contain only estro­ 
gen du ring the first two weeks 
of the three-week menstru al 
cy de and combine estrogen 
with the hormone p rogestin 
du ring the third week. Com­ 
bination 
oral 
contracep tiv es 
contain both hormones throu gh­ 
ou t the three week cy cle. 
The FDA said it asked for the 
withdrawal 
becau se of new 
stu dies strongly su ggesting thst 
sequ ential oral contracep tiv es 
p oee an increased risk of endo­ 
metrial cancer hi the lining of 
the 
u teru s, 
comp ared 
with 
women who take combination- 
ty p e oral contracep tiv es. 
Before the cancer stu dies be­ 
came known, the FDA already 
had ev idence that sequ ential 


were somewhat less effectiv e in 
p rev enting p regnancy than the 
combination p ills, and that the 
sequ entials 
were 
associated 
with a higher risk of blood 
clotting. 


The FDA said the three com­ 
p anies, at the agency 's requ est, 
agreed to cease p rodu ction, 
marketing and distribu tion of 
the sequ ential tablets. 


Su p p lies on the market will 
not 
be 
recalled, 
an 
FDA 
sp okesman said, and women 
cu rrently 
taking 
them 
are 
being

Surprise, Surprise, Surprise!

DEXTER — For coaches Jim 
Orr of Malden and Jim Hall of 
Dexter, it was a dandy evening. 
And m ot of the basketball fans 
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who packed the Dexter High 
School gymnasium had a "Jim" 
Dandy good time. 
The 
occasion 
was 
the 
semifinals of the Gass 3-A 
Regional Tournament at Dexter 
Thursday night, which saw the 
Malden Greenwave and the 
Dexter Bearcats record the 
season's two moat stunning 
upsets in back-to-back fashion. 
Malden started the evening by 
staging a miracle comeback in 
the fourth quarter to tie Ken nett, 
taking the top- seeded Indians 
into overtime before winning a 
thrilling 86-82 double overtime 
contest. 
And as if it were planned that 
way as an encore, the host 
Dexter Bearcats elated the 
hometown crowd with an 
equally surprising 61-S3 victory 
over the second- seeded and 
defending 
state 
champion 
Charleston Bluejays. 
The shocking goings-on at 
Dexter put an end to the hopes of 
Kennett coach Terry Turlington 
and Charleston coach Mitch 
Haskins 
for 
the 
regional 
championship and a good shot at 
a 
trip to Columbia 
next 
weekend. Most area experts had 
conceded that whichever team 
came out of the Dexter regional 
would likely go a long way in the 
state tournament. And many 
had looked forward to a rematch 
between 
the 
Indians 
and 
Bluejays in the finals tonight, 
after Kennett had won a pair of 
earlier battles by a combined 
total of three points. Now, that 
rematch is not to be Rather 
than the anticipated Kennett • 
Charleston dream matchup, the 


finals win feature Malden and 
Dexter. 
In the opening half of the 
season’s most memorable three 
and a half hours of basketball, 
the heavily favored Kennett 
squad took an 18-10 lead over 
Malden in the first period. 
Malden played the Indians even 
for the most part in the second 
quarter, but stiU trailed by nine 
points, 40-31, at the half. 
Coach Orr sent his troops into 
a man-to-man defense in the 
second half, and the move was 
successful in slowing down the 
offensive work of 6-3 Robert 
Roundtree,

The Wave got big 
lifts from a pair of reserves, 
Gene Shuffler and Jim Kilgore, 
who team«) for 29 points in the 
game. An aggressive press,

and

rebounding helped Malden pull 
to within four points. Big Robert 
Blackman had fouled out with 
about two minutes to go, but the 
hungry ¿Greenwave, smelling an 
upset, kept coining cn, despite 
the loss of their leading 


rebounder. 
Malden was down by four with 
ten seconds to go when their 
comeback was capped by a 
storybook turn of events that 
even a Hollywood script writer 
would have trouble dreaming 
up. The Wave brought the ball 
down and took a shot with four 
seconds left that fell off the rim. 
Gene Shuffler, a sophomore, 
leaped high to tap the ball in the 
bucket to cut the lead to two as 
the last couple of seconds were 
ticking off the dock. The only 
thing that could save Malden 
would be a foolish foul on the 
part of the Indians, and !o and 
behold, 
Robert 
Roundtree 
managed to throw an elbow into 
Shuffler after he came down.

in the first quarter and scored 
only two points. Coach Orr said 
he does not know whether Porter 
will be able to play tonight 
against Dexter. 
While the second game was 
certainly not as dramatic as the 
first, you certainly couldn’t have 
told it from the reaction of the 
crowd. Bearcat rooters whooped 
it up as their team continued 
their winning ways on home 
court. The only team to have 
beaten Dexter at home this 
season was Sikeston, with that 
loss coming by only two points. 
"We were ready to (day," said 
Jim Hall in sumnting up his 
squad’s attitude going into the 
Charleston game. "My kids just 
played a super ballgame." 
And it would have taken 
nothing 
less 
than a super 
ballgame to defeat the defen­ 
ding state champs Dexter held 
a three- point lead after a well 
played first half, which saw both 
clubs dominate their own back­ 
board and neither squad get 
many second shots. As is the 
case in most Dexter games, the 
bearcats took very few bad 
shots. Couple their ball- control 
offense with the fact that their 2- 
1-2 zone defense was able to 
contain Ricky Frazier and you 
have the reason the underdogs 
were able to stay ahead of the 
Jays in the first half. Mark 
Guethle and Richard Eaton 
surrounded the 
Bluejays’ 6-6 
all-state candidate and held him 
to lSpoints on the night. 
Charleston outscored Dexter 
16-13 in the third period to tie the 
game at 40-all going into the 
fourth quarter. The Jays had 


been up by as much as five in the 
third quarter, but coach Mitch 
Haskins watched as his talented 
but young team let the Bearcats 
be it up again. 
When Dexter pulled away to.a 
four- point advantage midway 
through 
the 
fourth-quarter, 
coach Hall took steps to make 
sure that what happened to 
Charleston didn't happen to his 
squad. The crafty veteran of 
eleven coaching seasons sent his 
team into a four comer offense 
designed to make the Bluejays 
come out of their zone defense 
and attack the Bearcats man-to- 
man. 
When that happened, 
guard Greg Miller was able to 
penetrate and drive to the hoop. 
The slick junior was able to 
draw several fouls in that 
fashion and made seven of eight 
freethrows in the last four 
minutes of the game. As a team, 
Dexter hit 11 of 12 from the line 
during the last half of die fourth 
quarter. Fouls became more 
frequent in the final minutes as 
the Bluejays had to foul to get 
the ball back, allowing Dexter to 
build up their eight- point 
margin of victory. 
Althougi Miller was deadly 
from the free throw line in the 
closing minutes, it was senior 
Mike Williams who was the 
offensive star for Dexter. 
Williams, who didn’t start as a 
junior 
last 
season, 
found 
openings in a Charleston defense 
designed to stop Miller and 
Mark Guethle to pick up 19 
points. Miller scored IS, mostly 
on foul shots, while Guethle and 


Eaton had 10 apiece. 
Charleston's lack of consistent 
shooting from the outside 
proved to be a big factor. 
Dexter's zone gave the Blue jay 
guards the 18-20 foot jump shot, 
but the Jays couldn't find the 
range. A trio of guards, Mike 
Smith, Michael Dean and Greg 
Johnson, combined for only 24 
points. Since the Charleston 
guards weren't hitting, Dexter 
was able to concentrate on 
stopping Frazier, who finished 
with IS. 
Although it won’t be the much- 
anticipated Charleston- Kennett 
matchup some had hoped for, 
tonight's final game offers an 
interesting contest. The two 
teams have split a pair of 
contests so far, with Dexter 
winning 67-99 in the 
Sikeston 
Invitational Tournament and 
the Greenwave taking a 70-61 
decision at Malden.

Woman’s fertility 
drops with age

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
sister-in-law reads your 
column faithfully. She says 
that it is possible for a woman 
of age 60 to become pregnant 
if precautions aren’t taken. I 
disagree with her. She will 
look for your answer. 
DEAR READER - You 
have a 99.9 per cent chance of 
being right, maybe even 
g re a te r. 
Docum ented 
pregnancy after the age of 56 
has never been reported. 
In the past decade there has 
been some confusion regar­ 
ding menstrual periods and 
fertility. Women who have 
been taking sequential birth 
control pills and interrupt the 
medicine monthly for ar­ 
tificial menstruation will con­ 
tinue to have this response as 
long as they take these pills and 
follow the regime. 
The hormones build up the 
lining of the uterus (womb) in 
the first part of the month and 
when they are stopped the lin­ 
ing is shed. This “period” is 
induced artificially by hor­ 
mones and is unrelated to the 
ovaries. Therefore the con­ 
tinuation of monthly bleeding 
with such a treatm ent 
regimen is unrelated to the 
ability of a woman to get preg­ 
nant.

You need to either gain proper 
perspective concerning your 
features or else they need to 
be corrected 


I am sorry to say that there 
is absolutely no way at home 
that you can do anything that 
will decrease the size of your 
nose However, reduction of 
the size of noses is done every 
day in major medical centers 
by operations The surgery is 
simple, effective and good 
results are commonly achiev­ 
ed 
You should have a con­ 
sultation with a plastic sur­ 
geon who does rhinoplasty 
(nose surgery). Your family 
physician should be able to 
refer you to one If he won t 
you can find out from the 
county medical society 
If 
that fails you can write to the 
surgery department at the 
nearest university medical 
center 


It’s expensive and it’s not 
pleasant but it's a short 
procedure I am in favor of 
directing 
one's 
attention 
towards the actual problem It 
seems ridiculous to spend five
